ent.  A  great  many  young  men  with 
whom  I  rfjHike  at  different  times  signi¬ 
fied  their  willingness  to  become  mem 
here  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  if  they  could 
insure  better  accommodations.  Jhe 
young  men  in  general  seem  to  be  in 
sympathy  with  the  cause,  but  having 
waited  for  two  years  ami  beeikdisap- 
pointed  in  their  exspectations,  a  great 
many  are  uow  manifesting  sAme 
interest  in  the  Athletic  AsSo 
ciation  that  is  being  formed, 
am  not  a  member  of  the  church, 
neither  am  I  a  mcmlier  of  the  Y.  M. 
0.  A.,  but  I  have  lieen  a  nminlier  of 
different  cluks  and  feel  rather  sur¬ 
prised  that  the  interest  that  the  diff 
erent  churcli  members  show  in  the 
Athletic  Club  is  not.  given  to  tlie  Y

This  conversation  froih  one  uniuter 
esteil  in  the  work,  evinces  the  fact 
that  those  who  are  familiar  with  the 
operations  of  the  Young  Men’s  Chris¬ 
tian  Association  expect  the  well  to  do 
Christian  element  to  supjxtrt  it,  and 
feel  disapjHiiuted  in  not  having  real¬ 
ized  their  exjtectations  before. 

We  kuow  that  our  quarters  are  not 
favorable  for  the  prosecution  of  our 
work,  also  that  the  citizens  of  Bloom¬ 
field,  if  thoroughly  interested  in  the 
work  could  with  little  trouble  provide 
a  suitable  building  for  us;  we  are  only 
awaiting  the  time  when  they  will  learn 
to  appreciate  our  efforts. 

There  is  room  for  the  institution  ip 
Bloomfield.  Of  late  a  number  of  young 
men  have  l>een  interested  in  the  gym- 
u  isium  who  were  heretofore  uninter¬ 
ested  in  the  association  and  are  now 
beginning  to  attend  our  meetings. 
Many  more,  had  we  the  proper  facil¬ 
ities  to  entertain  them,  would  follow- 
in  tlie  same  footste)>s.  We  have  in 
our  community  from  *250  to  300  young 
men  who  seldom  if  ever  attend  nny  re 
ligioiis  services  ami  the  greater  jx>r 
tiou  of  whose  time  is  Hjtcnt  in  saloons, 
on  corners  and  around  tobacco  shops. 
Would  it  not  be  well  to  offer  these 
young  fellows  an  attractive  resort 
where  they  might  spend  their  tflue  to 
advantage,  in  the  purer  society  of 
Christian  workers.  Shall  we  hold  our 
wealth  to  the  destruction  of  human 
souls  T  Shall  we  be  responsible  for  op- 
port unities  neglected  that  might  have 
won  many  souls  for  Christ  if  improv¬ 
ed  ? 

Shall  we  neglect  our  Christian  dutft-s 
concerning  our  boys  ami  set  traps  for 
them  into  which  they  will  eventually 
lie  enticed  ami  held  to  the  blasting  of 
their  hopes  and  the  destruction  of 
their  lives  f  As  a  fellow  citizen  inter 
esteil  in  the  welfare  of  young  men  I 
entreat  all  to  carefully  Consider  this 
matter  and  act  wisely  concerning  it 
Omikron.

i*»»«wnmcnt  nnU  tts  am  tvrrsirry  one  to 
be  observed,  has  dec'ared  the  day  to  be  a

Robert  S.  Green,  Governor  of  the 
Slate  of  New  Jersey  do.  in  putsuancc  of 
law  apd  the  authority  reposed  thereby  in 
me,  hereby  set  apart  Tuesday,  the  thir-  j 
tieth  day  of  April  instant,  as  a  day  f<>i 
the  public  observance  of  tlie  celebration 
of  the  Inauguration  of  President  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  declare  the  said  day  to  he  a 
legal  holiday.
